The  Birth  Rate  for  the  joint  areas  was  17. ,05  pop  1*QeQ  , 
resident  population®  This  represents  a slight  falls-  the  figure 
fer  1948  was. 17.61 o The  corresponding  figures  for  England  and 
Wales  were  16.7  for  1949  and  1 7 o 9 for  19480  No  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  were  notified  hut  two  maternal  deaths  occurred,  one  in  the 
East  Ashford  Rural  District  and  one  in  Hythe* 


The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  during  the  first  year  of  life 
was  29*4  per  1,000  estimated  births,  a fall  compared  with 
30.2  for  1948.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  32.0  for 
1949#  This  low  figure  of  29.4  is  the  result  of  there  having 
be  on  no  infant  deaths  in  the  Elham  Rural  District;  the  figures 
for  East  and  West  Ashford  Rural  Districts  were  considerably 
above  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infoctiou s Disease • 


The  health  of  the  4 areas  was  satisfactory  and  no  epidemics 
oc cured.  Hythe  had  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  as  was  to  be  expected  j n 
view  of  the  very  low  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

Six  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  were  notified,  2 in  West 
-shford,  1 in  East  Ashford  and  3 in  Hythe.  This  is  the  first 
time  for  some  years  that  so  many  eases  of  paratyphoid  fever 
hive  occurred  but  the  number  is  within  normal  bounds  and  all 
recovered.  Apart  from  2 brothers  no  point  of  contact  between 
cases  could  be  established  and  no  source  of  infection  traced. 

Four  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  and  one  case  of  acute 
infective  encephalitis  were  notified  during  the  year.  Three 
cases  died,  all  were  female  adults  and  all  were  very  severe 
Trcm  the  onset.  The  two  young  male  patients  recovered. 

Scarlet  fever  notifications  (sixte  n cases)  and  diphtheria 
\twc  cases)  were  again  very  low.  No  deaths  occurjed®
